SIR, 


I HAVE read in your paper feveral effays on the 
fubjeét of the plan now in agitation for a better 
provifion to the poor of this city; and have feen the 
heads of a bill prepared by our Magiftrates for that 
purpofe. So far as | am able to judge, all the pro- 
duétions I have. feen'take up the matter in fome par- 
tial and confined view.” One perfon conplains of a 
poor’s rate. as a megfure fraught with dangerous 
confequences, Another. afferts, that a particular fet 
of men ought to be exempted from that rate. A 
third complains, that.any fuck exception thouldl. be 
ja faethe Lord Prove tand Magi SF 
Edinburgh. But none of them, in my apprehen» 
fion, confider the matter in a general and extenlive 
view, fo asto afford their fellow-citizens any true 
light on the fubje@&. In order to enable my fellow- 
citizens to judge for themfelves in this matter, I 
fhall throw out what has occurred to me ; although, 
perhaps, it may be equally defective, with what I 
have already cenfured. es 

The objeéis of confideration in difeuffing this 
queftion are two : —— Whether an additional reve- 
nue is neceflary for the maintenance of the poor ? — 
and, if fo, Whether the mode propofed in the bill 
is the beft mode that can be adopted ? 

With refpeét to the firft of thefe, we are inform- 
ed by the Managers of the Charity Work Houfe, in 
a fet of refolutions made and j ubhihed for the infor- 
tnation of the public, that the prefent funds of that 
charity, joirid.to the contributions at the different 
chapchivay” ant to the late’ voluatary contributions 
made by |private families, have fa len thort of what 
is neceflary to fupport the poor maintained in it. 
The Managers are gentlemen of character; we 
have therefore no réafon to doubt the truth of what 
they hold out to thé public; aid every one who 
walks the ftreets of this city mift fee, that there 
are many objects of charity left to beg from the pu- 
blic, notwithftanding of the Work-houfe. But, 
though we are thus well informed, that the prefent 
fuods fall fhort of the purpofe of the charity, yet 
we are totally ignorant whether or not all the mo- 
ney levied from the inhabitants for the purpofe of 
the charity are properly applied or not. We are 
told, that the prefent fund for the poor, befides the 
voluntary contributions, is 2 per cent. of the valua- 
tion of Edinburgh, the members of the College of 
Juttice excepted.

It is fuppofed, the heritors 
the one half, the tenants the other. Every inhabi- - 
tant, therefore, is interefted inthe iflue ; and the 
only conftitutional method im which it cab be tevied 
and ap lied, is in a manner fomewhat of chis na- 
ture. Let the whole heritors liable to pay the tax 
be convened, and chufe eleven of their number as 
Commillioners : Let-the tenants liable to pay, and 
who are not heritors, be convened, and chufé ans 
nually ten of thei-numiber as Commiifioners Let 
thefe twenty-one meet four times a-year, or oftener. 
Let them fix the affeffment ; chufe all the officers
